Commission charges liquor jds encourage youthful drinkers

WASHINGTON — Consumption of alcohol 
by young people remains widespread and tlic 
young "continue to drink and drive witli 
alarming frequency’ despite Jaws in every 
.stale against youthful drinking, the National 
Commission Against. Drunk Driving said 
Tuesday. 

The commission'called onipprcnts to as- 
sume a greater responsibility in keeping nl 
cohol away from llieir cliildren, but also con 
eluded that the induslry'.s current advortis 
in [[ policies contribute to Uia drinking prob 
,1cm among yiuilh.s. 


"In the absence of alcohol industry action, 
legislation should be enacted to regulate al- 
cohol beverage advertising," the commis.siun 
urged in a report on Icon drinking. It said. re- 
peated testimony from teen-agers during a 
series of public hearings showed u link be- 
tween advertiserhonLs and ,lhe widespread 
acceptance that alcohol is a norma! part of u 
social event. 

"With near unanimity, the j'outli.s them- 
.selves declared that advertising encourages 
adolescents to drink," the commis.sion said. 

V.J. Adduci, commission chairman, said 
.at a; ncws;cQnfenincc that the panel 
'mean to suggest that government should 


force advertising changes immcdiutcly, but 
that such action might be necessary if the in- 
dustry docs not take action over the next few 
years. 

T)ie report summarized the findings of the 
commission after five public hearings on al- 
cohol problems among youtks, particularly 
as they relate to drunken driving. 

It said that "nhe paramount conclusion" is 
that despite gra.ss-roots efforts ngaiast 
drunken driving, laws in every stale agaiast 
people under 21 years of uge purchasing al-. 

cn driving programs, "young people continue 


to drink and drive ivitli alarming frequency." 

As a result, young people "continue to he 
involved in nlcohol-rclatcd crashes al dispro- 
portionately high niles," the commission 
said. “A yoiing person under the legal drink- 
ing age remaias nearly twice ns likely to die 
ill an alcohol related emsh as an adult over 
21 ." 

Tlie report noted llul between 1!)S2 and 
19S7 the number of alcohol-related fatilitie.s 
among people under 21 has declined by 21.9 
percent, a figure somewhat tempered by the 
decline in the number of young drivers, 

undor 21 years of-oge account- 
for only 8 percent of llie total driving [xipula- 


lion, that group accounts for 17 percent of 
the drivers involved in alcohol-related fnti! 
highway crashes, the study said. 

Testimony al tliu puhlic hearings, tlie re- 
port continued, dcinonslrnted that: 

• "Drinking is endemic among American 
yoiiLlw (muil.alcoholic beverages remain eas- 
ily acce.ssihle to yaulh under 21. 

• "Peer jiressure encourages younj; people 
to drink and leads many adolescents to con- 
.sider alcohol a necessary accompaniment to 
social event.k, 

• "Advertising normalizes alcolml con- 
sumption- and-makcs"if morc-diffinilt 'tn - 
raise concern.s among alcohol ahu.se."

TWIN FALLS — A revolutionary piece of 
machinery described os 'tho breakthrough 
of the century" could be making its debut 
at the Magic Valley Regional Medical Cen- 
^r as early as two months from now. 

The Hospital Board Monday OK'd the 
lease of a Magnetic Resonance Imaging 
System — MRI for short — a machine that 
takes pictures of the body svithout using X- 
rays, 


G.H. HofTnjnn, director of rotjiology, at the 
hospital, called the machine "the break- 
through of the century." 

"It is certainly the discovery probably of 
the decade if not the century," echoed Gary 
Andrewa^department manager of rndiolo- 


revolutionary because it doe-sn'l utilize X- 
rnys. There are no known side cITpcUs of 
the machine, which uses strong magnetic 
ficIdR and computant to produce images. 

"But the really revolutionary thing 
about MRI is thot for the first time in his- 
tory now tyo have a modality that enables 
us to look at the biochemical makeup of tis- 
sue," Andrews said. 

Othor modalidcs — a medical term used 
for any device that produces an image — 
v/ili not be made obsolete by MRI. For in- 
stance, CAT-scans-are still best for images 
-ofboneft:
